After tho program was completed 
and tho night editors had taken their 
bows, rcfrcshiueiits were served and 
tho Manuring Editor, announced the 
name ot tiiose who wore slated to pass 
through the Gazette building that eve- 
ning. 

It wosn't long before the revolving 
doors ot the Gazette Office clicked 
rapidly around and tho long and In^ 
leresting visit Iwd begun. T'"irst tho re^ 
porters were shown the foundry and the 
furnace where the semi-circular lead 
plates are prepared. The place where 
the paper is printed and assembled Is a 
veritable panorama ot machinery and 
the reporters gasped as criss-crosses of 
paper fairly flew past their view and 
came out In a perfectly regular order 
of newspapers. Samples hot from the 
press were handed out. In the'âdjo'.nlng 
room swift hands whip the papers Into 
bundles ready for tho street. It takes 
about 8 minutes to print an edition. 
The Final consists ot 4000 copies. 

The reporters then passed througli 
the telegraph and Canadian Press 
where burning wires bring In the last 
minutes news. Questions flung at the 
murder-fire - suicide - police reporter 
were answered casually and clearly iin- 
til a radio poVce broadcast Interrupt- 
ed the proceedings. In the composing 
room tVj students received slugs of 
their names. This wa.s the last depart- 
ment visited by the studenLs and they 
were Just in time to see tho composi- 
tion ot a mat.

— The Hamburg- 
American vessel Isis foundered and 
sank tonight with all hands save the 
17 year old cabin-boy 200 miles off 
Land's End, England. 

Search for the Isls, a 4,454 ton mo- 
torshlp was abandoned by the S. S. 
Westemland which fought a raging 
sea all Siinday In an' unsuccessful at- 
tempt to find the disabled vessel. In 
early morning the Westemland picked 
up the exhausted cabin-boy Fritz Roe- 
theko, who was clinping to a lifeboat 
In waves whipped by a GO-mlle-an- 
hour wind. The Queen Mary was 
among the \'essels which altered their 
courses in response to the Isis* first 
SOS.

Borden, Rt.. Hon. Mackenzie 
King spoke ]&at night at a ban- 
quet given by The League of 
Nations Society, in honour of 

the Canadian Delegation to the confer- 
ence at Oeneva. 

The Prlmi» Minister chose as his 
subject, . "Th* 'Work of the League of 
.Nations" and proceeded to give a clear 
and satlsf;K:tory account of the situa- 
tion in Kuropo lo'lay, and tho difficul- 
ties with which thp. f-eagiie miwt con- 
tend. "The League is part and parcel 
of the surrounding world", he said, 
"and It the I^eague has failed, as we. 
must admit It has, we cannot blame it 
alone but we must attribute this fail- 
ure to Humanity, which has not pro- 
gre.<ised as far as It w.is expected to." 

Mr. King then pointed out that there 
are two vital laws governing human 
society today: the l.iw ot Violence, and 
the law ot Peace. Th<! r,cTifii« of Na- 
tions Society will be Instnimental In 
deciding which ot these laws will pre- 
vail. 

Then followed an Interesting and 
conci.se summary of the situation la 
f;urope at the present; time. The Slpan- 
Ish question: t:ie situation between 
Hu.tsia and Germany; Italy's obvious^ 
re,<ientment; and the dangerous position 
of France, being the main points which 
cau.'îed the deiea^ites to tread warily up 
the path ot diplomacy. 

The principle purpose of the confer- 
ence, as rilr. King put it, was to build 
a bijcge between the League of the 
psJl and the League of the future; to 
rev se the Covenant, and to do some- 
thing toward soothing the enflamable 
condition of modern Europe. Three In- 
teresting Incidents were mentioned. 
The seating ot the Ethiopian delegates 
which led to Italy's failure to attend; 
the speech delivered by the Spanish de- 
legate. The most Important discussions 
were held on the subject of sanctions. 
Three points of view were held, the 
application of sanctions as regional 
pacts; the policy of conclllatloa as 
opposed to sanctions, and, most widely 
held, the idea of universality, where 
every nation In the world should belong 
to the league. Blame was put onto 
the strict adherence to the formalities 
of the Covenant which prevented 
friendly nations fi;pm becoming; mem- 
bers. 

On the sanctions question the Do- 
minions differed widely. Mr. King re- 
frained from any remarks about th* 
stand taken by Canada, in order to 
avoid any controversy. 

To sum up his remarks, Mr. King 
said that in his opinion the conferences 
caused a more realistic attitude to be 
adopted, alt masks were lowered, and 
the real situation was fully faced. He 
stressed the fact that at this time a 
war would not bo nation against na- 
tion, but a struggle between Ideas and 
political theories, which would bo even 
more terrible, breaking down all na- 
tional boi^ndaries. However, he believes 
that the siluallon is fairly hopeful, 
and that ail people are working in their 
own ways to previ'ui. war. 

In vonclusiuu he pointed with pride 
to the fact that Canada is friendly with 
every nation, aud is torn by no in- 
tonial strife. This e.xample, ho believes, 
contributes a great deal to the world 
situ.ation.

This sum is all the lower and 
reflects more disgrace upoji the campus as 
a whole when it is taken into consideration 
that it is a composite figure and is made 
up not only of highei- figures but more es- 
pecially of lower ones. The Faculty of 
Arts, which should i>e in lead due if to no- 
thing else to the cultural position it should 
hold on the campus, has turneti in a mere 
20%. It is high time the Faculty of Arts ! 
came to and realized that it is the laughing 
stock of the campu.s, 'J'he niaiiner in wliich 
the membci's of the Arts Faculty acted as 
a body at their meeting the other night was 
itself an all too J'cvealing picture of an un- 
fortunate state of affairs. Arts has been 
coasting along on a thread of reputation 
and_ it ha.^^ done nothing at all to ju.slify its 
position on t he campus. .Some of the more 
p.ublic-minded students might advisedly 
take it upon themselves to .icrk into a more 
satisfactoi'y awareness some of thcii- more 
phlegmatic and apathetic fellow-sludcnts. 
The Faculty of Arl.s ha.s alruo.st without 
exception been pre.stintiiig to the college at 
l^rgc a most sorry picture of itself and wc 
are sorry to say that niauy of the asper- 
sions cast at that faculty have an unfor- 
tunate ring of truth in them. We do not 
wish however to lca\e tlK- irnpicssion tliat 
bhe Faculty of Arl.s \^ the only faculty that 
is far from being on its toes. A.s a matter 
of fact that same remark could equally well 
be made about an altosrethor too large 
jicroup of prominent McGill faculties, with 
cei'tain outstanding exceptions. 

The whole thing is* this: we are sick 
and tired having the name of McGill drag-
